==! N our BEE Number XVI we conde/cend- 
ed to beftow a moderate Chaftifement upon a 
Knot of Rookfellers and their Hack, wh, 
without the leaft Provocation given them, had 
tal the Infolence to attack the Characters of two 
Gentlemen, whofe Writings have long fince 
juftly rendered their Names Eminent amang 
the Learned World. Zhe Gentlemen we mean, are Mr. 
Addifon and Mr. B--——Il.. The Inducement which made 
“ur hopeful Book/ellers fall upon thefe two Gentlemen (the latter 
Y whom is new known to be a Member of our Saciety) was @ 
Nation they had taken into their wife Heads, that if they could 
tut get the Ber fupprefled, or perfuade thafe Fools, who are 
at prefent their Readers, not to look into it, they might ill be 
able to keep on Foot, one of the moft fenlelets and - injudi- 
tious Collections, that was ever offered to the World; and 
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which they had for fome time publifhed Monthly, under the 
Title of theLondon Magazine. There are a Sort of Profi- 
gate Fellows, upon whom all Correction is flung away ; we muf 
confe/s we took our Book/ellers to have been of this Number ; we 
are glad however, to find a {mall Spark of Mode/ty in them: 
Meffieurs Cox, Clarke, and Aftley, have thought proper to have 
their Names omitted in the Title Page of their lait London 
Magazine, tho’ they were never omitted in any former Ma- 
gazines ; but tho’ thefe three honeft Bookfellers, would it feems 
decline the Glory of having their Names prefixed to their 
laft Performance, we conceive that we ought to drag them 
out of that Obfcurity, into which they have modeftly retreated, 
that they may each of them have his full Share of all the Re- 
putation to which they are juftly entitled. 

In the firft Place, we take the Liberty to affure them and 
their Brother Bookfellers, the Proprietors of the London-Ma- 
gazine, that all their Scurrilities, however often they may think 
fit to repeat them, will never draw one Word of Reply from 
Mr, B----l himfelf. We know they are in Hopes, that if they 
could but get this Gentleman once to take Notice of them, it 
would ferve to keep their fenfelefs Pamphlet alive, which is now 
juft expiring. We will make a Remark or two upon their lafl 
Performance, which they call The fine Writer Demolifhed. 

That Mr. B----\l is a fine Writer, the World is already 
Jenfible, and our Pofterity will perhaps fay much more of him 
than we fhall do at prefent. 

Let us now fee how thefe Bookfellers have Demolifhed him. 

They have given him the opproborius Titles of X in the 
Spectator, The fmutty Epilogue-Writer, and, The wretched 
Tranflator of THEOPHRASTUS. 

That Mr, B----ll (when he firft came up to Town, thi he 
was then but a yery young Man) did, in Conjunétion with the 
late Mr. Addifon, and Sir Richard Stecle write the Specta- 
tors (in which fo many People have had the Aflurance to claim 
a@ Share, tho’ they never wrote one Syllable of them) is very 
certain, It is as certain, that the Spectators wrote by Mr. 
B----ll inthe Seven firft Volumes are diftinguifhed by the Letter 
X, which has given our Bookfellers Room to be Witty; and 
that Mr. Addifon and this Gentleman, after the Spectator had 
been laid down for fome time, refumed it, and began the eighth 
Volume, without the Afifiance, either of Sir Richard Steele, 
of any other Perfon, All this is certainly true ; and we leave the 
ingenious 
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insenious Proprietors of the London-Magazine to make their 
beft of it. 

It is no lef: true, that the Epilogue which they call a {mutty 
One, has received fuch Honours from our Englith Audiences, 
as no other Epilogue ever recetved either before, or after it. 
It wasfpoke no le/s than nine Times by Mrs. Oldfield, the three 
firft Nights The Diftrefled Mother was a@ed ; and is fill 
comfantly called for by the Audience, whenever that Play is 
reprefented on the Stage. It was {martly attacked, but much 
more fmartly defended, in the Spectator Number 338 and 341. 
This Remarkable Occurrence (The Secret Hiftory of which is 
lufficiently Curious) made that great Patron of Wit and 
Learning, the late Lord Hallifax fend for Mr. B----Il (then 
a Stranger to him) and tell him, that From thence forward, 
he muft be acquainted with him, and defired to be ranked 
among the Number of his Friends. This Epilogue may, per- 
haps, by fome People be called a {mutty one; but we will moft 
readily forgive our precife Bookfellers, all their Scurrilities 
againft the Writers of the Bex, if they will but prevail upon 
ther own Hacks, to lay all their notable Heads together, and en- 
tertain the Town with fuch another fmutty Epilogue ; 7 which 
the Roguifh Hints are fo dextcroufly foeltered under Wit and 
Learning, and feem fo naturally to flow from the Subject of 
the Play, that they never yet failed, to force a Smile from the 
Jevereft Prude. 

But the Article, upon which our Modeft Book/ellers hang, 
the longeft, to convince the Publick that Mr, B----l\ has neither 
Wit or Learning, or, that (to ufe their own Expreffion) he 1s a 
meer Drone, is his ‘Tranflation of Theophraftus. They very 
gravely tell their Readers, that this Tranflationis far from the 
Greek ; and then call Mr. B----I? a wretched Tranflator. 
It would almoft make any Man loofe his Patience to hear a Knot 
of impudent Blockheads, who, we dare fay, cannot one of 
them read Greek, pretend to Judge of a Tranflation from 
that Language: When Mr. B----Ils- Tranflation of Theo- 
phraftus fir/? appeared, the celebrated Dr. Swift (th himfelf 
and Mr, B----ll were at that time of different Parties) feat 
bim a Letter containing a wery handfome Compliment upon 
bis Tranflation: Mr. ‘Addifon has likewife declared his Opi- 
mon of this Tranflation ; and that Great Man is well known to 
have been fo extreamly Jealous of his own Reputation, 
that no Conftderation could have made him fay any thing im 
Print, for which he apprehended his Judgment might be called 


im Queftion. We foall. lay before our Readers i Onan 
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Opinion of this Tranflation for two Reafans: Firft, becaufe we 
are fenfible nothing can give more Pleature, than the Writings 
of this excellent Perfun, efpecially upon Critical Learning ; 
and Secondly, becaufe we believe nothing can more thoroughly 
mortify the Knot of Blockheads, whom we have once more 
conde[cended to take Notice of. 

When the Tranflation of Theophraftus was fir/t publifhed 
Mr. Addifon. Sir Richard Steele, and Mr. B----ll were en- 
gaged in a Weekly Paper, called, ‘The Lover: Jn one of 
thefe Papers Mr. Addifon chofe to give the World his Opinion 
of the Chara&ters of Theophraftus, and of the Englith Tran- 
flation of them. His Ffudgment of both may be feen in the 2924 
Page of the 4th Volume of his Works in Quarto, and is 4 
follows.

SINCE I have given Publick Notice of my Abode, I 
have had many Vifits from unfortunate Fellow-Sufferers, 
who have been crofled in Love as well as myfelf. 

Will Wormwood, who .is related to me by my Mother's 
Side, is one of thofe who often repair to me for my Advice. 
‘Vill isa Fellow of Good-fenfe, but puts it to little other 
ufe than to torment himfelf. He is a Man of fo refined an 
Underftanding, that he can fet a Conftruétion upon every 
Thing to his own Difadvantage, and turn even a Civility 
into an Affront. He groans under imaginary Injuries, finds 
him({elf abufed by his Friends, and fancies the whole World 
in a Kind of Combination againft him. In fhort, poor 
kl ormiwvoed is devoured with the Spleen: you may be fure 
a Man of this Humour makes a very whimfical Lover. 
Be that as it will, he is now over Head and Ears in that 
Paffion, and by a very curious Interpretation of his Miftrefs’s 
Behaviour, has, in lefs than three Months, reduced himfelf 
toa perfect Skeleton. As her Fortune is inferior to his, fhe 
gives him all the Encouragement another Man could with; 
but has the Mortification to find that her Lover ftill foures 
upon her'Hands, Will is diffatished with her, whether fhe 
fmiles or frowns upon him; and always thinks her too re 


ferved, or too coming. A kind Word, that would make . 
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another Lover’s Heart dance for joy, pangs poor /Vi/), and 
makes him lie awake all Night——-As I was going on with 
Will Wormwocd’s Amour, I received_a Prefent from my 
Bookfeller, which I found to be The Charaéters of Theo- 
phraftus, tranflated from the Greek into English, by Mr. 
Budgell. 

it was with me, as I believe it will be with all who look 
into this Tranflation ; when I had begun to perufe it, I 
could not lay it by, until I had gone through the whole 
Book ; and was agreeably furprifed to meet with a Chapter 
init, entitled, 4 difcontented Temper, which gives a livelier 
Picture of my Coufin Wormwood, than that which I was draw- 
ing for him myfelf. It is as follows,

* A difcontented Temper, is a Frame of Mind which fets 
‘a Man upon complaining without Reafon, When one of

‘of Rain, and when a Shower falls, mutters to himfelf, 
‘ Why could not this have come fooner ? If he happens to find 
a Purfe of Money, Had it been a Pot of Gold, fays he, it 
would have been worth fooping for. He takes a deal of Pains 
A... beat down the Price of a Slave ; and after he has paid 
his Money for him, Jam fure, fays he, Thou art good for 
nothing, or I fhould not have had thee fo Cheap. .Whena 
; eflenger comes with great Joy to acquaint him that his 
. Wile is brought to bed of a Son, he anfwers, That is as 
; much as to fay, Friend, I am poorer by half ta Day than I 
, was Yefterday. Though he has gained a Caufe with full 
Cofts and Damages, he complains that his Council did not 
; infift upon the moft material Points. If after any Mis- 
fortune has befallen him, his Friends raife a voluntary 
Contribution for him, and defire him to be merry, How 
site that poffible, {ays he, when I am to pay every one of you 

his Money again, and be obliged to you into the Bargain ? 
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T he Inftances of a difcontented Temper which Theophraftus 
has here made ufe of, like thofe which he fingles out to 
Huftrate the Reft of his Characters, are chofen with the 
ereateft Nicety, and full of Humour. His Strokes are al- 
ways fine and exquifite, and tho’ they are not fometimes 
violent enough to affeét the [Imagination of a coarfe Reader, 
cannot but give the higheft Pleafure to every Man of a re- 
fined Tafte, who has a thorough Infight into Human Na- 
ture. 

As for the Tranflation, I have never feen any of a profe 
Author which has pleafed me more. ‘The Gentleman, who 
has obliged the Publick with it, has followed the Rule which 
Fforace has laid down for Tranflators, by preferving every 
where the Life and Spirit of his Author, without fervilely 
copying after him Word for Word. Tvhis is what the French, 
who have moft diftinguifhed themfelves by Performances of 
this Nature, fo often inculcate, when they advife a Tranflator 
fo find out fuch particular Elegancies in his own Tongue 
as bear fome Analogy to thofe he fees in the Original, and 
to exprefs himfelf by fuch Phrafes as his Author would have 
made ufe of, had he written in the Language into which he 
is tranflated. By this Means, as well as by throwing in a 
lucky Word, or fhort Circumftance, the Meaning of Theo- 
phrafius is all along explained, and the Humour very often 
carried to a greater Height. A Tranflator, who does not 
thus confider the different Genius of the two Languages in 
which he is concerned, with fuch parallel Turns of ‘Thought 
and Expreffion as correfpond with one another in both of 
them, may value himfelf upon being a fatthful Interpreter 5 
but in Works of Wit and Hummur will never do Fu/rice to 
his Author, or Credit to himfelf. 

As this is every where a judicious and a reafonable Li- 
berty, I fee no Chapter in Theophra/fus where it has been fo 
much indulged, and in which it was fo abfolutely neceflary, 
as in the Charaéter of the Sloven. J find the Tranflator 
himfelf, though he has taken Pains to qualify it, is ftill 
apprehenfive, that there may be fomething too grofs in the 
Defcription, Tie Reader will fee with how much Deli- 
cacy he has touched upon every Particular, and caft into 
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CHAP. XIX. 4SLOVC EN. 


© Slovenlinefs is fuch a Negleé of a Man’s Perfon, as 
makes him offenfive to other People. ‘The Sloven comes into 
Company witha dirty Pair of Hands, and a Sett of long 
Nails at the End of them, and tells you, for an Excule, 
that his Father and Grand-father ufed to do fo before him. 
However, that he may out-do his Fore-fathers, his Fingers 
are covered with Warts of his own raifing. He is as hairy 
as a Goat, and takes Care to let you fee it.

“That the Crown ought to hace a pecuniary Influence over 
the Houfe of Commons. 

That the People have no Right, in their colleétive, or cor- 
porate Capacities, to inftruét their own Deputies; even in 
Cafes which affec their Trade and Liberties in the tenderéf 

anner. 

_ That Excifes, which deprive the Subjeé? of his Right to a 
Trial by Juries, and expofe bis Houfe and Bu/finefs to the In- 
quifition of a Parcel of Little Officers, under the abfalute 
Power and Direétion of the Crown, are the moft effectual 
Means of promoting T rade. 

That Standing Armies, under the fame Direétion, are the 
ri Prefervative of Publick Liberty; efpecially when duly 

arbled and Modelled to minifferial Purpofes. - 

Thefe are the Doétrines (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) lately ad- 
vanced and defended by the Court Writers; who have the 
Modefty, at the fame Time, to call themfelves Whigs, and 
to reproach Thofe, who oppofe Them, as facobites and 
Enemies to the wy Eftablifoment. But let Hiftory de- 
termine whether thefe Tenets are not diametrically oppofite 
to the very firft Principles of that Party ; or, in other Words, 
whether Whiggi/m was not originally founded on popular Li- 
berty, in Oppofition to the Hacrodttiitients of Prerogative, 
and the Power of the Crown. We appeal to the fame Au- 
thority, whether the pretended Whigs of our Age have not 
borrowed their Arguments fromthe Tory Writers of former 
Reigns, in Behalf of a perpetual Revenue, Excifes, penfionary 
Parliaments and ftanding Armies. For my Part, I often 
fancy, when I take up any of their Papers, that I am read 
ing fome of L’Effrange’s or Parker’s Works; which would 
anfwer their Purpofe as well, and fave Them a great Deal 
of ‘Trouble, | 

Indeed, We have lately had the Happinefs to fee the 
Names of Whig and Tory almoft wholly laid afide, and Men 
of all Parties concurring in the common Caufe, like Frie 
and Brethren, without any Animiofity, or Regard to particu 
lar DiftinGtions, The minifferial Advocates {eer vety 27° 
prehenfive of the Confequences, which may attend this Co» 
alition, and therefore {pare no Pains to divide us again. = 
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is the Burthen of Mother Osborne’s Reveries, for feveral 
Weeks paft; who hath done us the Honour to acknowledge 
that our Writings have lately had fome Effect, and exerts 
all the little Pathos in her Power to fet the People of England 
together by the Ears about Shadows, that. her good Patron 
may have an Opportunity of running away with the Sué- 
flance, and efcaping with Impunity. But I have the Plea- 
fure to hear from all Parts of the Kingdom, that the People 
are not at prefent in any Difpofition to take her Advice, 
and that every Attempt of this Kind ferves only to unite 
Them more clofely in that hone/? Confederacy, on which the 
Prefervation of their Liberties abfolutely depends. 

We are frequently told by the Court Writers, that our 
prefent Misfortunes and Difturbances are owing to the Gex- 
tlemen in the Oppofition ; and if they would pleafe te explain 
Themfelves, I don’t know whether They are altogether in 
the Wrong ; for if They reckon the Lofs of the Excife. Bill 
amongft the Misfortunes of the Times, I am ready to grant 
that it was intirely owing to the pertinacious Oppofition of 
thefe Gentlemen. I muft likewife acknowledge, that They 
have lately been very officious in their Endeavours to reduce 
our Army, Debts and Taxes; to difcover Frauds in great 
Companies, and to punifh the Authorsof them ; to prevent 
Corruption, Stockjobbing and all Mifapplications of the publick 
Money; befides other Attempts, which have made a good deal 
of Noife in the Kingdom, and perhaps given fom Diftur- 
bance to a certain Gentleman. But the People in general 
happen to be of a different Opinion, and have manifefted 
their Senfe of thefe Tranfaétions in a Manner, that will for 
everdo Honour to the Briti/b Nation Abroad, and I hope 
prove a Warning to fome Perfans at Home, 

It is very true, that all Oppofition naturally creates Fer- 
ments and Contention; but fhould Miniffers, for that Rea- 
fon be left at Liberty to do what They pleafe, without any 
Controul? or can any Body fuppofe that the Nation would 
thrive ever the better, under fuch a paffive and implicit Sub- 
milfion to Power. [ 02 | 

If my Houfe is attacked, I have certainly a. Right to 
alarm the Neighbourhood ; and if any bad Confequences 
fhould enfue upon it, am I to be blamed for'therh, or the — 
Perfon, wha occafioned them ? 

But let us come to the prefent Point. Léberty and Propere 
ty are neither Whig, nor, Tory, but common to ali Men in 


this Kingdom, and. therefore all Men will naturally 2ife in 
Cz theig 
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their Defence, whenthey fee Them invaded. The /ate Projeg 
was univerfally looked upon as fuch an Attempt, and confequent- 
ly united the Body of the whole Nation againft it, without 
anv Diftinétion of Party, or Religion. 

It cannot be denied that the Progrefs of this Oppofition was 
attended with fome Warmth and Refentment. I wonder, 
indeed, that it did not occafion a great deal more; but, for 
Godfake! to whom muft it be imputed? To thofe, who 
found Themfelves under an unhappy Neceflity of ftanding 
up vigoroufly in their own Defence; or to Him, who re- 
duced them to that Neceffity? Who may be moft properly 
faid to delight in Confufion, and inftame the Minds of the Peo 
ple; Thofe, who oppofed an unnatural Scheme, which They 
juftly apprehended to be big with their own Deftruction ; or 
He, who projected and perfifted in it, (againft the general 
Voice of the Nation, nay, even againft the Advice and In- 
treaties of his own Friends) ’till it created Tumults and Dif- 
orders, that almof? threatened the Peace of the Kingdom? 

As to the Pretender, I will venture to affirm, that if He 
hath any remaining Hopes in this Kingdom, as I heartily 
with He may not, They can be grounded on nothing but 
the Profpeét of fome corrupt, all-bribing, all-{creening, all- 
excifing Minifer; who, being confcious of his own Guilt 
and the publick. Hatred, may endeavour to draw his Matter 
into ruinous Projeéts, under /pecious Pretences, in Hopes of 
efcaping unobferved Himfelf, amidft the Deffruétion, 

But if ever fuch a Monfter of Power fhould arife in this 
Country, We rely on the Vigour of an uncorrupt Parlia- 
ment to defeat his Schemes; and as the Time, God be 
praifed! is now drawing near, when the People of England 
will have an Opportunity of fhewing their Sentiments in the 
mott effe€tual Manner, We doubt not they will fet a Mark 
upon every Man,.who appears in a certain Lif? as an Enemy 
to their Trade and Liberties, and make Choice of Thole 
only, in whom They have Reafon to confide, either from 
former Services, or their known Charaéters in the World, 
without any Regard to little Party-Differences; of D:

| ALL Hands (fays Mr. Osborne) are employed, and all 


Pens ar work, to render the M----r odious and detefta- 
ble to the People ; and yet they are conftantly complaining 
of Pamphlets and Papers fent all over the Kingdom in his 
Juftification. The Nation, they fay, is againft the M-—r. 
and he muft fall. If by the Nation they mean all Men who 
wifh him out, and themfelves in; if they mean all the 
unfair Traders, Smugglers, &c. who would have been af- 
fected by the late Scheme; or all thofe among the common 
People, who, thro’ want of Thought, have been deceived 
by falfe Reprefentations of Men and Things; they are cef- 


tainly in the mght; But thefe are not the Nation. Nee 
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Senfe, who are able to judge of Things, abftract from Sounds 
and yulgar Prejudices ; Gentlemen, who haye no immediate 
Interef#s of rheir own to ferye, and Thoufands among the 
Tradefmen don’t think the worft of him for the Bill about 
altering the Manner of colle&ting the Duties: They know 
that it was fo far from being a moft iniquitous and execrable 
Project ; That it was as juf? and equitable a Defign as ever 
entered the Heart of Man. 

The Bill relating to the mew Methed of Collecting the 
Duties on Tobacco and Wine, laid no mew Duty on the 
Subject; the Dutres are already laid by former Acts of Par- 
liament ; fo that there being nothing zevw in this Bill, but only 
a more effectual Method of fecuring the Payment of thof¢ 
Duties which are already fettled by Law, the Con/titution 
muft be the very fame it was before: And as to the addi- 
tional Money which would have been brought into the Ex- 
chequer by this Bill, That might, with all imaginable Eafe, 
have been taken fuch Care of, as not to be employed by the 
Crown at Pleafure. What that Money would have been, 
no Body can tell; fome fay, 4 or 500,000 Pound ; others, 
not One Hundred Thoufand ; but fuppofe, 500,000 Pound ; 
and that it would have feryed to have taken off the Land 
Tax, which is now raifed annually; could not this additional 
Money have been annually appropriated by Parliament to ne- 
cefJary Services? And when Money is fo appropriated by 
Parliament, the King can no more take it than he can take 
Money immediately out of his Subjeé&ts Pockets. Money, 
tho’ raifed in perpetuity, yet, if applied annually by Parliament 
to the Services of the Year, (without which Appropriatian it is 
not the King’s Money) can no more affect the Conftitution, 
than if the Money was raifed annually; as we fee in the 
Duties which are laid in perpetuity, hut yet applied and ap- 
propriated. But ’tis faid, that a King of England may feze 
this Money: It may be fo; and fo he may break thro’ all 
the Laws of England: But if a King of England thould 
feize Money for his own Ufe, which was given and approprr- 
ated for the Nation's Ufe, he would bea publick Robber; and 
as truly a Violater of the Law, as tho” he raifed Money 
without A&t of Parliament. And if ever a King, in future 
Times, fhould yenture upon that Work ; or, once come ta 
robbing Exchequers, as King Charles the Second did, we 
org our Remedy; for we haye, in fuch Cafe, but one Re- 
medy, : 
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But -to what hard Shifts and Neceffities muft Men be 
driven for Arguments againft a M----r, when they can 
meanly fubmit their Reafon to fuch trifling ones as thefe? 
and then drefs them up with all the Pomp and Dignity of 
Mood and Figure: For befides the Confideration of the am 
nual Appropriation which would have been made of this 
Money by Parliament, what an infignificant thing is the 
Sum it felf tobe raifed! 3, or 4, or 500,000 Pound a Year, 
enough to defroy the mutual Neceffity and Dependance of King 
and ‘Parliament on each other! and fo put an everlafting 
End to the Con/itution, and the very Being of Parliaments! 

Wife and unprejudiced Men will confider the Scheme juft 
as it is, no ways injurious to Trade or Liberty; they will 
view the general Defign of the M----r, which could be no- 
thing but publick Good : they will {trip the Scheme of all the 
heen Clothing w hich his Enemies have put upon it, and

dinary Capacities, that their Infinuations are malicious and 
groundlefs, and fpread with equal Difregard to Truth and the 
Publick Good. We are fenfible, that Af%en of the greateft 
Rank among them will condefcend (as popular Demagogues 
were wont to do) even to difpute and argue in the Hearing 
of the Meaneft of the People; that they will ftoop to the 
loweft and moft contemptible Methods of ftirring up Sedition, 
and bringing over Converts to the Party. From thefe Mo- 
tives, Sir, I am induced to take this Liberty with you, and 
to fend you this fhort Brief of the Merits of our Cau/e, 
which we take to be that of our Con/titution, our King, and 
our Country, , 

_ In the firft Place, Sir, cive me leave to obferve, that the 
Safety or Danger of the Common-I¥calih depends ftrongly 
onthe Difpofition of the Prince. Monarchs of fierce and 
haughty Spirits, who are fond of extending their Dominions, 
are ready to rufh into Wars, and who fet a greater Value on 
Glory than on the Welfare of the Realms they govern, 
are zpt to aim at Arbitrary Sway, are impatient of all Re- 
traint, and often attempt to begin their Conquefts by fubdu- 
ug thofe who difpute their Will at Home. Kazngs, again, of 
‘it and indolent Tempers, are liable to be corrupted by

Favourites, and to fupply their Neceffities, or avaritious 
Cravings, have frequently been tempted to trample on the 
Laws, and to opprefs a Nation, to maintain the Luxury of 
: Few, But while we have abrave, 4 generous, honeft, and 
religious Prince on the Throne, who openly profeffes, that 
the Peace, Trade, and Welfare of his Subjects are his chiefeft 


are; and, that he is fatishied with the ample —— 
whic 
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which belong to him by unqueftionable Right, without {. 
ting up Pretences to Others; while he aéts in Conformity to 
fuch Declarations, and takes no Steps but what manifeftly 
flow from thefe Principles, what have we to fear? or, who 
can apprehend any Thing from fuch a Monarch, who is not 
more diftinguifhed by his Crow, than by his Virtues; who 
is neither formidable to us by his Ambition, nor lavifh enough 
to excite in us the leaft Fear of his asking unreafonable Sup. 
slies ? 

After the Difpofition of the Prince, the Publick Safety de- 
pends much on the Dz/psfition of his Minifters. Experi. 
ence hath demonftrated in Favour of thofe who are now in 
Power, that their chiefand ultimate Aim hath been cultivat- 
ming the Publick Good, In fine, comparing the prefent Pofture 
of Affairs at Home and Abroad, with what they were in One 
thoufand feven hundred and twenty-one, 1 may venture to af- 
fert, that no underftanding, honeft Man will deny, that the 
Epithets, Wife, Able, and Induffrious for the Publick Gud, 
are due to the Min:/fry at prefent exiffing, and _ particularly 
to that honourable Perfon fo often libelled by the Crarts- 
MAN.

GERMANY. 


WE hear from Vienna, that Baron Craffau, the Swedih 
Minifter at that Court, has Orders to declare to his 
Imperial Majefty, that as feveral other Princes are march. 
ing.their Troops towards Poland, his Matter had likewife de. 
termined to march a Body of Forces into Pomerania: The 
Emperor has at laft nominated the Prince of Wirtenberg to 
command his Army in Silefa, and it is faid the Generals 
Wutzau and Schmettau are to ferve under him. The Tr 
of Saxe-Gotha, and Weimar, with three Imperial Regiments 
are to cover Philipsburg, and we hear, that the Duke of 
Wirtemburg has offered fome Troops for the fame Service, 
‘The Regiments of Savoy, the younger, Hautois, and Darm. 
adt Cuiraffiers, are ordered to march for Servia, and fome 
other Troops to the oo Hungary, on the Frontiers of 
Poland, The Garrifon of Luxemburg is augmented to 20,000 
Men, and the Place ftrengthened with new Fortifications, 
and furnifhed with Provifions and Ammunition in Abun- 
dance. 

Preparations for War are making at Drefden, and the Ge- 
neral Officers continue their daily Conferences at the Houle 
of the Velt-Marfhal Wackerbarth. 

From Berlin we have Advice, that the Marriage between 
the Prince of Beveren, and the Princefs Charlotte of Prujfia 
was celebrated the fecond Inftant, with great Magnificence. 
‘The Report of the King of Pruffia’s having declared to the 
French Minifter at his Court, that he would ftand Neuter in 
the Affairs of Poland, is without Grounds. On the contrary, 
his Majefty has refolved ftri@ly to obferve all his Engage 
ments with the Emperor, 


PoLanp, SWEDEN, and the NorTHERN PowERs. 


T HE Poles, and efpecially the Palatinates and Dittriéts of 
Great Poland, are ‘not a little perplexed at the neat 
Approach of the Imperial Army in Silefia, and the more, % 
they are now informed the Ele@or of axony will foon have 
an Army ready to join the Imperialifts. ‘They are 00 
lefs apprehenfive of de Ruffians on ‘the other Side. In the 
ican Time they are making all poffible Preparations to mi 
| po 
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fe the Irruption of any Foreign Troops ; and to this End, 
the Regimentary has Orders to levy 56 Companies, to aug- 
ment the Crown-Army. ‘The Primate’has declared he wil 
himfelf command the Pofpolite Rufzienne, on Horfeback. 
The Party of Staniflaus are very Sanguine, notwithftand- 
ing thefe great Preparations to oppofe him; and think, that 
with the Hearts of their Country-men, who almoft to a Man 
favour his Pretenfions, and the Influence of the Pope’s Nun-_ 
cio, who has likewife declared for this Prince, they fhall be 
able, upon Occafion, to mufter up a Force equal to that 
of their Adverfaries. 

The Primate has already iffued his circular Letters to 
fummon the Dyet of Election, wherein it is faid, there is 
fomething very remarkable, but as yet we have not the Par- 
ticulars. 

What a certain Grandee of Poland is reported to have 
faid toan Ambaflador, if true, fhews to what an Height the 
Poles carry their Zeal for the Freedom of Eleétion: His Words, 
according to our Advices, were: Perire poffumus, timere non 
poffumus: Perire volumus, timere nolumus. This is agreable 
to what the Pelifh Ambaflador at the Court of Ruffia faid late- 
ly toa certain Minifter there, (viz.) that his Nation had no 
Reafon to apprehend any Hindrance of a free Eleétion from 
their Friends, and for their Enemies they defied them. 

The Ruffians are faid to be marching 50000 Men towards 
Poland to demand the Payment of twelve Millions due from 
the Republick for the Expences of the laft War. The Ru/- 
fran Fleet, confifting of 8 Men of War, befides feveral Fri- 
gates, is already failed for the Baltick; and Orders actually 
fent to Revel and Riga, for the Troops to be ina Readi- 
nefs to march at an Hour’s Warning. Count Lewolde, af- 
ter having affifted at Petersburg, at divers Conferences on 
the Affairs of Poland, is returned thither. The Refult of 
thofe Conferences are communicated to Count Lipski, the 
Polifh Minifter at that Court, and feveral confiderable Rein-~ 
forcements are ordered to the Ruffian Army, which is af- 
fembled on the Frontiers of Poland. | 

Our laft Letters from War/aw mention, that the Emperor’s 
Ambaflador has openly declared, if he fhould be obliged to 
remove from Warfaw, during the Time of Election, his 
Mafter would be under a Neceffity of fending him fome 
fome Regiments for his Guard, from the Camp in Silefia.

Etters from Con/Pantinople advife, that all the Bafhaws and 

4 Governors throughout the Ottoman. Empire, are ufing 
their utmo t Efforts to feleét the ftouteft young Men from 
among the Populace, and to fend them to the Turkith Ren- 
deayous at A/u/foloin Sorta, and that Gianum Coggia, who is 
made Governor of Candia, is forthwith repairing thither, to 
prefs the Tranfportation of the Troops from thence, as he 
has already done from Cyprus and Egypt. 

Letters from Aleppo, mention an Exprefs being arrived 
there in 33 Days from Babylon, with Advice, that this City 

laft been obliged to furrender to the Per/ians, and. 
feyeral Mothers threw their Children into the Euphrates, 
rather than let them be expofed to the Cruelties of their 
Enemies. ‘The Turéifh Bafhaw, Achmet, has fhut himfelf 
up, with a few of his Men, in the Caftle. 

Notwithftanding the Reports for fome time paft, of Ad- 
vantages gained by the Spaniards over the Moors at Oran;

Coll; Doétors of Laws, Dr. Secker of Exeter Coll. and Dr. Pocock, 
oC. C. Coll. The Vice-Chancellor concluded the A& witha 
moit elegant Oration in Latin, in Praife of Learning, the Honours 
of it, and the Methods ufed in that Univertity for obtaining them.

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Latin Sermon. To-morrow will be held a Convocation, in which Fa. 
ther Courayer, who fled from France about feven Years ago, on ac- 
count of the Book he wrote in Defence of the Validity of the Eng- 
lifh Ordination, is to return his Thanks to the Univerfity for the 
Honour they did him two Years fince, in prefenting him with his 
Degrees: He was prefent in his Robes during all the Ceremonies in 
the Theatre.

with it a Quantity of proper Linnen, and upon the Enquiry that 
enfued, a Maid-Servant in a neighbouring Family of Diftinction, 
readily owned the Child, and charged the Gentleman’s eldeit Son 
both with being the Father of it, and that he had prevailed with her 
to truft him with it, under Pretence of carrying it out of the Houfe 
to a Nurfe at fome Diftance; upon which the Coroner’s Inqueit have 
brought in their Verdi& Wiiful Murder again{t the young Gentleman 
and he has thought proper to leave the Country thereupon. 

Durham, Fuly 5. On Monday laft the Right Rev. the Bifhop 
of this Diocefe arrived at his Palace here.

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Wednefday the 27th of June lait; the Hail was fome 5, fome 7 
Inches round, with fharp Corners, and fome of it like broke® 
Pieces of Ice very large, of different Shapes, and feemingly of dif 
ferent Metal, in vaft Quantity, and with a violent Wind, and fuch 
a thick Darknefs at the Time, that they could not fee an Ell before 
them ; thata great many of the Farms ftom Mountain to Kilmarnock, 
thro’ Kilmares, &c. above ten Miles, are intirely ruingd, where they 
had a fine Appearance of a Crop; both Corn and Grafs are fo beat 
and cut, and driven into the Earth, thatthe Earth, and nothing elfe 
almoft appears, and that it looks almoft as red as in the Plowgh-time 3 
they are obliged to fend their Beaits here and there at a Diitance for 
Grafs. The Birds after this Storm were found lying-in fome Places 
dead in Heaps; the Hares were alfo found killed; the Thatch 
ef their Houfes cut in to the Ribs, and Branches broke off the 
l'rees. Several People that, when it firft began, happen’d to be 
flanding abour:their Doors, were knocked down. Several! Tenants in 
that Country are in moft miferable Circumftances, being intirely 
broke, and nothing to turn.their Handsto, and will never be able to 
labour the Ground the enfuimg Ycar. 

We have likewife an Account of two Men being kill'd at Lochma- 
ben, and feveral Horfes. 

And from Kilfyth, that great Quantities of dead Cattle are lying 
on the fides of the Water of Kelvine, and that many Places have 
luffered by this terrible Shower.
